I. Shoii Title and Coramencement :—These regulations may be called the Indian Panorama Regn'ations. 
and. come into force with immediate effect. 


2. Definitions ; -ta) In these regulations unless the context otherwise refeis, “Board" means the 
Ccntrtd Board of Film Certification. 

(bl "Di'cciorate" means the Directorate of Film Festivals, National Film Development Corporation 
I.it'iitcd. 

{c) ‘■Pimornma ' means the luJiaii Panorama bcciion of ific International Film Festivals of Tndiat 
lilniotsavs. 

(d) “Producer" mcludes an individual producer, a production Company, Government department or a 
Government recognised In.stitulc. 

(e) “Rigitt Holder" means the owner of the negative who is authorised to order prints of-cinema* 
lographic films on the lab for a particular film. 

?. Digamscrs The Indian Panorama Section will be organised by the Directorate of Film Festivals 
(hereinalter referred to as "Directorate"), National Film Development Corporation Limited’-(A Govein- 
ment of India Undertaking) on behalf of the Government of India. 

1. Aims The aim of Indian Panorama Regulations is to select feature and non-feature films of 
cinematic, thematic and aesthetic excellence, for the- promotion of film art tltrough the screening of these 
films in : 

(1) The Indian Panorama F.'Ction of International Film F'estivals/Filmotsavs every year. (J) 

Piijlitipation in International Film Festivals ahroad. (3) Screening in Indian Film Weeks held under 

bi'later.tl Cultural Exchange Programmes and Specialised Indian Film Festivals outside c-altinal 

ex:h mge protocols, (4) Specia'India Pan >rain.> E'eS'/rv ils in India. 

5. Seepou. : -The Indjan Paivtrama ^Y|ll have the foiio^vjng sections ; 

(1) Ecature films, and 

(2) Non-feature films. 

6. Indian I’anorama :-.-(ll Every yOar a maximum of 21 feature films, ^vith Eugliih sub-titles, and, 
a maximum of 21 Non-feature films will be selected for Indian Panorama. 

(2) Tile best feature and Non-fcatnre films distinguished by cinematic, thcmaiic and aesthetic ex¬ 
cellence, produced in India and certified during the period montioned in regulation 7.(1) selected out 
of the films entered every year shall be included jn the Ind an Panorama, in accordance with the procedure lajd 
down in tbc=.e Reimlations. 

(3) 'Ihe films selected for Indian Panorama will' be exhibited in the Indian Panorama Section of 
Intornational Film Fc.stival of India or Filmotsav, as the case may be. held in the following year, 

7. Eligibility Conditions for Eniry :(l)AfiIm in any jndian laaguage and certified by .the Central 
Roard^ of Pi'm Certification between ‘1st September of the immediately proceeding year and 31st August 
of the year in which Indian Panorama films are being selected is eligible for entry. In caso 1st September 
a nd 31st August are holidays ihe next ofiicial working date shall be considered as the last date.

(2) The last- date for receipt of applications in the Directorate of Film Festivals. New Delhi will 
be lOth September (where lOih September is a holiday then the ne.xt ofticial working rlay wul be treated 
as the last date) of the year in which Indian Panorama films are being selected.

Provided that the films which have won the National Award for the Best Feature film and Best 
Non-feature film in the National Film Festival of that year v.ill also be included in the Indian Panorama 
automatically if they have not been included in the Indian Panorama of the previous year. 

(2) The All India Panel for feature films shall be assisted by Regional Selection Panels to be set up in Bombay, 
Calcutta and Madras by the Directorate of Film Festivals with the approval of the Government of 
India. 

(3) The All India Panel for Non-fcaturo films shall see all the eligible films entered in this category. 

(4) The Panels will determine their own work, procedures. 

(5) The decisions of the All India Panels for both feature and Non-feature films shall be final, 
and no appeal' or correspondence regarding their decision shall be entertained. 

10. Acquisition of Piints of films selected for Indian Panorama ;<l) In ease a film is selected for 
the Indian Panorama, the Directorate will have the right to buy, on behalf of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Information and Broadcastiag. one or more prints thereof at a cost not exceeding 
the actual price of the raw material and processing charges. 

(2) The Directorate will have the right lo get the print sub-titled in English or/and in other language,s. 

(3) If the Directorate asks for one or more video copies of the sub-titled print of the film, the 
producer shall either supply the same to the Directorate or allow the Directorate to make video copies 
cm their own. However, if video copies arc not supplied by the producer to the Directorate witliin 
a period of one month, the Dircctoiatc shall ha .■ the right lo get the required numbei of video copies 
made on their own, Even when the video copies are supplied by the producer, the cost thereof, i.e. iho 
price of the blank video cassette and the processing charges, will be borne by the Directorate. The video 
copies will not be used for piibliy screenings, commercial or othcnvisc. 

(4) The print entered for the Indian Panorama shall be retained by the Directorate for spotting, 
in case the film is neither in Fnglisii nor sub-titled in English and .shall be returned only after spotting 
is over, 

(5) In the ease of a film selected tor the Indian Panorama, all ihe material referred to in regulation 
8.(6) shall be kept by the Directorate for use as and when necessary. The producer shall also supply 
on demand from the Directorate, additional publicity material to the Directorate to facilitate the parti¬ 
cipation of the film in various festivals as detailed in regulation 12.(2). 

(6) The National I'ilm Development Corporation will also have the right to buy one print of each 
of the films selected for llic Indian Panorama at a cost not exceeding the actual price of the raw material 
and processing charce,s. 

(7) Tlic aulhoris.ation in form IP-Il shall bn made use of by the National Film Archive of India, 
Pune, for preservation^ and archival use and the authorisations in forms JP-lIlfa), rP-TII(b), IP-Ill(c) and 
IP-flKd) shall be made use of by the Directorate for use as ip regulations 12.fl), 12.(2) and 12.(3) only 
in case a film is selected for the Indian Panorama. 

II. Return of Prints ; (J) In the cveni of a film not being selected for Indian Panorama, the print 
and the accompanying, material shall' he returned to the pi'oducer within 30 days of the final meeting of 
the All India Panel. 
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(2) The Directorate shall bear the return cost of despatch of the print and publicity material of, 
the film. The print will be returned by the same'mode by which it is sent by the producer. 


12. Use of Indian Panorama Films : (1)’ As mentioned in' Regulation 6.(3) the films for the Indian 
Panorama will initially be used for screening at the Indian Panorama Section provided tliai no claim of 
any kind would lie against the Directorate for their inability to show a film duo to technical or any 
other reasons. 

(2) The prints will also be used for participation in various international film festiials, Indian film 
weeks organised in other countries, Indian Panorama fcstivalsi and other non-commcrical screenings, within 
the country and abroad at the discretion of Directorate of Film Festivals and the Ministry of Infer* 
mation and Broadcasting. For all such screcnintrs, the producer will not be eligible for any payment, 
He/Slic will, however, be kept informed of such ‘ screenings. 

(3) The prints purchased by National Film Development Corporation under these regulations will 
bo utilised for organising Indian Panorama festivals and will not be utilised for any commercial purposes. 
The Indian Panorama Festival 'will be organised by the Nationul Film Development Omporaiion in 
accordance with the guidelines prescribed by the Government of India. 

13. Arl-ptration : (1) Should any dispute or difference arise between the producer and the Directorate 
about arty matter covered by these Rcgula.ions. the same shall l e rcfeiTcd to the Sccretar>, Ministry of 
Information and Broadcasting, Gov eminent of India whose decision in the matter shall be final and 
binding on both the parties.
